Junwines, who had in his possession the 
boys’ tickets as well as his own, was sent 
on in the first part of the train; and then 
the boys, who were in the second part, 
were called upon to produce tickets, and, 
having none to show, they were turned 
out and the horses were sent on without | 
them. Mr. Jennies, being informed by 
telegraph of what had o¢curred, engaged 
men at an intermediate station to take 
charge of the horses; and he brought his 
‘action to recover the expense thus 
incurred. The who tried the case 
directed the jury under these circum- 
stances to find a verdict for the plaintiff, 
and this ruling has been upheld by the 
upper courts. The excuse offered 
by the company for the conduct 
of their officer Was that boys frequently 
rode in horse-boxes without paying for 
tickets, and it appeared that on this occa- 
sion there were some boys in the boxes 
for whom nobody had taken tickets.

Death of an Oid Citizen. 

Samuel H. Bullen, one of the oldest of our citi- 
zens, died suddenly about nine o’clock yesterday 
morning in bis room, on Jefferson, det ween 
Fourth and Fifth streets. He bad been affected 
with heart disease for some years, but experi- 
enced but little trouble from it until Thursday. 
On that day he went to bis hotel, the Spurrier 
House, to dinner, and, after seating himself at 
the table, was observed to rise quickly and leave 
the room, as if he were ill. He was indeed 111 
unto death, He grew worse in the afternoon, 
and during the night the disea:e so far pro- 
greseed that he was uvadle to remain In a recum- 
bent posture. He recitned in a large chair, and 
frequently was compelled to rise from it aad 
walk the floor. About one o'clock he fell down. 
and his son, who was with dim, placed bim in 
the chair, but Mr. Bullen was unwilling to send 
for a physician. He did not sleep during the 
night, but about 6% o’clock in the morning 
thought he was 80 much better that he told his son 
to go and attend to his business. About 7 o’ciock 
a Joéger tn the house ud uired as to his condition, 
and be responded that he felt better. Shortly 
afterwerd, however, he requ:sted a colored 
woman to go for Dr. Bell, as he felt very strange- 
ly. The woman foon returned and stating that the 
doctor would be there direct!y, and giving bim a 
rose which she had plucked a few mometts be- 
fore, left the room. Dr. Bell arrived in abeut 
fifteen minutes after he recetved the message, 
and found Mr. Bullen lying on the floor, face 
downward and dead. The verdict of the Coro- 
der's furs is that he died of disease of th? heart. 

Mr. Bullep was born on the Eastern shore of 
Maryland u 1808. He came te Louisville in 1822, 
end sterted in his trade, which was that of a 
turner. His shop was in the pear ef the court- 
house. Several years afterwards he opened a 
saloon called the White Hall, on Market street, 
between Fourth aod Fifth, where he continued 
for several years. Subsequently he was proprie- 
tor of Bullen’s Exchange, on Fourth street, and 
afterwards of the old Franklin House, corner of 
Sixth and Main, and finally of the Croghan 
House, which now, in ita enlarged proportions, 
is called Wiilard’s Hotel. He was quite prosper- 
ous at Ove time, but bis liberality and kind heart 
wasted his means, and in his later years misfor- 
tunes crowded on bim. But be was ever the 
seme mild-mannered apd gentle old man. for 
whom every one bad a kind word. All who 
knew him sorrow over bis death, for de never 
had an enemy. [tis stated as @ remarkable fact 
that, although the deceased was many years the 
proprietor of drinking-saloome, he never even 
tasied liquor nor did he use tobacco. He will be 
buried from the Spurrier House this afiernoon.
